“THE WAY IN CHINA, 


Tb iy no easy mattor to find one's way 
about in China, even if one knows the 
languago. So, at loaat, saya Mr W. J. 
Garnett, tho Third Seoretary af tho 
British Logation at Peking, who returned.

the provinces of Shantung aud Kiangsu. 
There arc, he says, villages overy fow 
miles, but tho “inhabitants scom very 
ignoract of tho places in their own 
noighbourhood.
